PRESIDENT'S REPORT

The theme of our convention is "Books in an Age of Science," 
It may have been the stimulus all of us received from National Library 
Week that influenced us to consider carefully the value of books and 
the importance of reading, especially in an age when science predomi- 
nates, Reading a book may be a dull occupation in comparison to 
being fitted for a space suit in preparation for a flight to the 
moon or a trip in the Nautilus under the North Pole, 


At times, many of us wonder, are books really necessary? It 
is our belief that every person needs the help of books to keep 
abreast of an ever-expanding universe, a universe that he mst 
understand in order to survive physically and spiritually, In the 
next two days, we hope to examine the future of the book and to 
illuminate the ways in which books and reading contribute to man's 
ability to understand his environment and to keep his freedom, 


Just as it takes many routine tasks on the part of any library 
staff to bring books and people together successfully, so it takes 
much co-operative effort on the part of all members of our Associa- 
tion to help promote high standards of librarianship throughout 
Wisconsin, 


Since I will sketch only briefly the work we have been doing 
the past year, I hope you will listen carefully to the individual 
reports,which will give in detail the accomplishments of the various 
committees, 


In order to carry on the business of the Association, the 
Executive Board met six times during the past year, At the Noven- 
ber meeting, Margaret Paulus was appointed to act as liaison repre- 
sentative to report board and committee news of the Association 
to the editor of the Wisconsin Lib Bullet: S, Janice Kee, 
Members of the Association were ca Ene of events and activi- 
ties by means of a quarterly Newsletter, which was initiated several 
years ago and has come to be a means of supplementing the WIA news 


in the Wisconsin Library Bulletin,

Meredith Bloss was appointed by the board, as a director of 
WLA, to fill the unexpired, three-year term of Mrs, Edith Tanner, 
who resigned last October, The membership of the committees ap- 
pointed for this year has remained intact with two exceptions, 
Edward Dax resigned as a member of the State-Wide Library Develop- 
ment Committee because of his moving from the State, It is with 
regret that we announce the death of Marion Hester, Marshfield, 
a member of the Awards and Honors Committee, 


The Wisconsin Library Association will again assume the re- 
sponsibility of serving as a base of operations for the observance 
of National Library Week in the State, working closely with the 
Wisconsin Free Library Commission, Acting on the suggestions of 
the ALA Committee on National Library Week that an executive 
director for National Library Week in Wisconsin be appointed, the 
president named H, Vail Deale, Director, Beloit College Libraries, 
to this position, 


In order to assist the district associations, which are volun- 
tary affiliates of the Wisconsin Library Association, to plan for 
their anmal spring mectings, the Executive Board invited the 
district chairmen to a program-planning session in Milwaukee on 
Jamary , 1958, At this meeting, the theme and the date of each 
meeting was decided upon, It has been the policy of the Associa- 
tion to pay the travel expenses of the district chairmen to this 
meeting, Assistance in financing speakers' fees is also given by 
the Association upon request from districts needing such help, 


Between May 2-16, 1958, librarians and trustees in each dis- 
trict of the State met to consider by panel discussion, by symposium, 
and by guest speaker, "How Good Is Our Library Service?" and "What 
Are We Doing to Meet ALA Standards?" At each of the district meet- 
ings, the Wisconsin Library Association was officially represented 
by a member of the Executive Board, About this time, too, the 
sections of WLA held spring meetings, The College and University 
Section held its anmal workshop at the State College in Oshkosh 
on April 1, The Children's Section met at the Williams Free Library, 
Beaver Dam, on April 25, for a symposium and a workshop on the 
theme, "Building the Materials Collection for the Children's and 
Young People's Services," On April 26, at the City-County Library 
in Shawano, the County Section heard the inspiring story of the 
Library-Commnity Project, 


Stars really fell on Wisconsin in regard to the number of 
scholarships made available to residents of the State for profes- 
sional study in the field of librarianship, Not only were three 
new scholarships using federal funds made possible by the Wisconsin 
Free Library Commission through its State Plan, but the directors 
of the Ziegler Foundation voted to contime the Ziegler Scholarship 
indefinitely, Therefore, there are four awards, each consisting of 
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a $1,000 grant, available for the academic year 1958-59, This has 
meant a very busy year for Frances Clark and her Scholarship Com- 
mittee, 


In answer to a requesf from Germaine Krettek, Director of the 
ALA Washington office, the Executive Board appointed Paul Bartolini 
as Federal Co-ordinator to take the leadership in federal legisla- 
tive activity in our Association, Mr, Bartolini is also currently 
serving as chairman of the State-Wide Library Development Committee, 


When President Eisenhower on August 1, 1958, signed Public Law 
85-580, assuring $6,000,000 for the library Services Act program, it 
was an important victory for librarians everywhere, and pointed up 
the value of organizations and individuals working together for a 
mutual cause, 


While the national program for libraries is advancing, there 
are forces within the State opposing the library movement; an 
editorial in the Wisconsin Tax News for July 31, 1958, attacked the 
Wisconsin Free Library Commission as an unnecessary public expense, 
As 1959 is a legislative year, it is more important than ever that 
each member of this organization watch developments closely and be 
prepared to act when necessary to support the state library program 
and the agencies working for it. 





During the year, WLA co-operated with other educational or- 
ganizations closely allied in purpose, For example, the Association 
helped cosponsor and sent representatives to the Second Governor's 
Conference on an Aging Population, It is also cosponsoring, with 
other Wisconsin organizations, the Second Wisconsin Regional Seminar 
on World Affairs, At the invitation of the Department of Rural 
Sociology, University of Wisconsin, Mrs, Orrilla Blackshear repre- 
sented the Association at a planning meeting on July 28 for the 1958 
Short Course for Professional Commnity Leaders, 


For some time, we have wanted to bring more high school li- 
brarians into the Association, This year, every school librarian 
in the State received an invitation to attend the convention and to 
join the Association, 


For whatever goals have been achieved, much credit is de to 
the willing efforts of many people, It has been a rewarding ex- 
perience to work with all of you,

Monday, September 29, 1958 10:00 A.M, 


The first general session of the 67th anmal convention of the 
Wisconsin Library Association was officially called to order by the 
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President, Mrs, Ethel M, Brann, at 10:00 A.M, in the Fast Hall 
of the Memorial Hall, Racine, 


Jack H, Humble, Mayor of the city of Racine, welcomed the 
assembly, expressing the hospitality of the city and extending 
its courtesies to the delegates, He recalled that the last con- 
vention of WLA held in Racine was in 1896, the 5th annual meeting, 


Telegraphed greetings from Emerson Greenaway, President of the 
American Library Association, were read by the Secretary, Mrs, 
Charlotte J, Knight, 


The Secretary-Treasurer of the WLTA, Mrs, R, G, Minarik, speak~ 
ing for the President, Roy C, Millar, extended greetings to the 
convention, She reported on the success of the Governor's Con- 
ference for Library Board Members, and stressed the importance of 
trustee membership in ALA, 


S, Janice Kee, Secretary of the Wisconsin Free Library Commis- 
sion, speaking for Hilda Cavanaugh, Chairman, Wisconsin Free Library 
Commission, brought greetings from the Commission, She introduced 
the members of the Commission staff, 


Rachel K, Schenk, Director of the University of Wisconsin Library 
School, spoke briefly, bringing good wishes from the school, She 
introduced the students that were present, 


Helen Terry, Past President, WIA, introduced Mrs, Grace T, 
Stevenson, Deputy Executive Secretary, AIA, Mrs, Stevenson brought 
greetings from all ALA members and from the ALA staff, She spoke 
about her work and stressed the importance and value of membership 
in ALA, She also discussed plans for National Library Week, to be 
held April 12-18, 1959, cosponsored by ALA and the National Book 
Committee, citing the report of the 1958 Week, just issued, in 
which the story of the 5,000 communities which took part in 1958 is 
told, The national publicity was without precedent; stories ap- 
peared in 80% of the national newspapers and in a majority of the 
magazines nationally circulated, She stressed the point that li- 
brarians and libraries become makers of our time, not just creatures 
of our time, The present upsurge of interest in education is the 
opportunity to again promote the value of books and reading, 


H, Vail Deale, Executive Director, National Library Week for 
Wisconsin, spoke concerning plans for the State Committee, He 
solicited suggestions and ideas for the program in Wisconsin, 


Gerald Somers, Treasurer, presented the Treasurer's Report, 
which was accepted,to be submitted for audit, Motion made by 
Orrilla Blackshear, seconded by Paul Bartolini, 
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Motion was made by Mr, B, Schwab and seconded by Mrs, Rousche 
to dispense with the reading of the minutes of the 1957 convention 
as they were published in the Wisconsin Library Bulletin, available 
to all members, 





The President in her report announced the theme of the conven- 
tion, "Books in an Age of Science," stressing the value of books 
and the importance of reading, 


The Nominating Committee Report was presented by Sybil Schuette,

REPORTS OF THE SECTIONAL MEETINGS 


Cataloging Section 


The Cataloging Section of the Wisconsin Library Association met 
at 2:30 P.M,, September 29, in East Hall of Memorial Hall building in 
Racine, with Catherine Bowser, Chairman, presiding, Fifty-seven people 
attended the meeting, 17 of whom reigstered and became paid members, 
The membership agreed to dispense with the reading of the minutes 
since they had been published in the Wisconsin Library Bulletin for 
Nov,-Dec,, 1957, The Treasurer's Report had been mimeographed and 
given to the members, There were no additions or corrections, 
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The Nominating Committee presented a slate of officers for the 
coming year: Chairman, Edmund Przybylski, University of Wisconsin, 
Madison; Vice Chairman, Mrs, Elizabeth lee, University of Wisconsin, 
Milwaukee; Secretary-Treasurer, Carol Butts, University of Wisconsin 
Extension Division, Madison, There were no nominations from the 
floor, and the Secretary was instructed to cast a unanimous ballot 
for the selected slate, 


Irene Doyle of the University of Wisconsin Memorial Library 
reported on the San Francisco meeting of the Council of Regional 
Groups, She gave a brief history of this group, including some of 
the problems which it had discussed in the past, such as weeding, 
binding, documents, preservation of local material, etc, She made 
the following announcements about publications of interest to cata- 
logers, The 16th edition of the Dewey Decimal Classification wil) 
be published in October, ‘the euhtiae Waaiiia Geen,” aantaa Tp Dante 
Haykin, will be completed by the Library of Congress, The publica- 
tion of a National Subject Union Catalog to serve as an index to the 
National Union Catalog was discussed, About 200 persons attended the 
pre-AlA-conference on cataloging, including representatives from the 


International Federation of Library Associations (IFIA), which in- 
cludes some 50 associations in 35 countries, 





Miss Doyle then announced an important development called 
Cataloging in Source, which is the cataloging of a book before it 
is published and printing the cataloging entry in the book, on the 
verso of the title page, or some other convenient place, Then, at 
sometime in the future, the cataloger may photograph this informa- 
tion and reproduce it cheaply and efficiently, The library of 
Congress has received a $55,000 grant from the Council on Library 
Resources, Inc,, to conduct a one-year denonstration to test the 
system, The University of Wisconsin Memorial Library is participat- 
ing in this experiment, 


The meeting was then turned over to the panel moderator, 
Margaret Moss, Director of School Libraries in Madison, The topic 
under discussion was "Centralized Cataloging for the School Library?" 
The five members of the panel were Mrs, Marcella Slocum, Wisconsin 
Dells High School; Sylvia Nicholson, Wilbur Wright Junior High 
School, Milwaukee; Mrs, Lois Blau, East High School, Madison; 
Barbara Bartley, Columbus High School; and Mrs, Joann Boggs, Racine, 
These librarians were chosen because they represented a variety of 
work situations: the teacher-librarian, the librarian with and 
without clerical help, the librarian with and without centralised 
cataloging, The pane] unanimously agreed that centralized catalog- 
ing was the answer to the busy librarian who wanted to devote more 
time to reading guidance and classroom instruction, The solution 
seems to be to let the administration know how much time the catalog- 
ing process takes, A member of the audience said that a time study 
was the only valid way to prove that it is a time-consuming process 
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and that centralized cataloging was the answer,

School, was the guest speaker on the topic, "From Stone Age to Outer 
Space," Miss Smith said that children have a great diversity of 
interests--all the way from prehistoric animals to the future space 
age, 


The listening age of young children affords a wonderful oppor- 
tunity to acquaint them with worth-while books, Put books in the 
young reader's path because "a book only belongs where it will be 
used," 


Wind in the Willows and d Now Miguel are examples of 
books which need to be shared by reading thos to children, Young 
readers should be introduced to the many fine, beautiful, dis- 
tinguished books in preference to mediocre books, Truly great 


books deserve rereading, 


Miss Smith recommends opening the adult collection to young 
readers who need books from that department, Children should be 
introduced through books to "the whole scope of the world with its 
rich heritage," 


After Miss Smith's talk, the following Wisconsin authors were 
introduced to the group: Rita Ritchie, Alice Sankey, Robert Paul 
Ashley, Marion Barrett Obermeyer, Robert Riordan, and Irene N, 
Schemberger, 


At the afternoon meeting, three Wisconsin authors, Virginia 
Kahl, Helen E, Bill, and Constance Conrader, presented a symposium, 
"Stars of Our State," Each author discussed her personal approach 
to creative writing, Miss Kahl described her deep interest in 
illustration, which should be outstanding and stimulate the reader's 
imagination, Helen E, Bill, former editor of Book Trails on WHA, 
described radio writing as good experience for other writing, 
Constance Conrader, author of Blue cares stated that a writer of 
children's books has a great respons ty and challenge, He must 
not forget how deeply the future is rooted in the past, His story 
must develop naturally out of historical knowledge and nourish 
spiritual growth in the reader, 
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At the business meeting, Miss Meinberg, Vice Chairman, 
presided in the absence of Mrs, Louise Walker, Chairman, The 
Treasurer's Report showed a balance of $62.21, An invitation was 
accepted from the Lake Geneva Public Library as the meeting place 
for the 1959 Children's Section spring meeting, Janet Fggum,

County Section 


The annual County Section breakfast at the WLA convention was held 
at the Racine Hotel on Monday, September 29, Thirty-five people at- 
tended, 


R, Paul Bartolini, Chairman, presided at the business meeting, 
It was voted to dispense with the reading of the minutes, 


Mrs, Jane Greene presented the following report for the Nominat- 
ing Committee: Chairman, Mrs, Kina Holland, Antigo; Secretary- 
Treasurer, Mrs, Helen Dudek, Marathon County Library, Wausau, These 
officers were elected by unanimous ballot, 


An invitation to hold the spring meeting in Sturgeon Bay was ac- 
cepted, 
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R, Paul Bartolini then introduced and moderated a panel, includ- 
ing Kathryn Flynny Shorewood; Marion Langdell, Cudahy; Esther Regli, 
Wauwatosa, and Margaret Paulus, West Allis, The panel discussion was 
on the subject, "Interlibrary Co-operation in the Metropolitan Area," 
Mr, Bartolini said that this co-operation has been going on since 
1916, At that time, the service was to townships which have now 
grown into cities or villages, He stated that this type of co-opera- 
tion is not unique and is applicable anywhere in the State, After 
this introduction, each panel member told something about the kind 
of community she represented and then told of the type of service re- 
ceived from the Milwaukee Public Library, 


Miss Flynn of Shorewood said that her community has a population 
of 17,800, is a residential community, and also serves many people 
outside the community with library service, Shorewood has had a 
contract with the Milwaukee Public library since 1930, Shorewood 
receives 88% of their books through the Milwankee Public Library on 
permanent loan, These books are kept on their shelves till no longer 
useful and then returned, The books are completely processed and 
cataloged for them, Shorewood also borrows books on temporary loan, 
There is delivery each week, and it will be increased to three de- 
liveries per week in the coming year, The Shorewood children's li- 
brarian works closely with the Milwaukee Children's Department, The 
advantages of this co-operative service are that the Shorewood library 
can get along without hiring a cataloger or providing space for such 
a department and that the people have the advantage of a large li- 
brary, A disadvantage is the complicated record keeping, 


Miss Langdell described Cudahy's population of 18,500 as in- 
dustrial, The community had many low-income people to begin with, 
but now the population has changed and includes many college gradu- 
ates, The school libraries in that community are very strong, 
Cudahy has had a contract with Milwaukee Public Library since 1916, 
Cudahy people use Milwaukee Public Library cards, too, and, in fact, 
the Cudahy library will return Milwaukee Public Library books for 
their patrons if they are returned to the Cudahy library, Cudahy 
also borrows recordings and foreign language books from Milwaukee, 
They receive the branch list from Milwaukee and select some books 
from it, These books are purchased and partially processed, but 
not cataloged, for the Cudahy library by the Milwaukee Public Li- 
brary, Because they use their service from Milwaukee a great deal, 
it is not expensive, 


Wauwatosa is also a residential city, with a population of 
55,000, Miss Regli stated, The library is an old, established one, 
housed in a new building built last year, The Public Library serv- 
ices the schools, with the schools purchasing their own books to be 
processed by the Public Library, Collections are loaned to the 
parochial schools, Wauwatosa has many people holding Milwaukee li- 
brary cards, 
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Miss Paulus called West Allis an employees! city--it employs 
more people than live in it--and has a population of mostly skilled 
workers who are highly paid, It, too, has an old, established li- 
brary, which has recently been enlarged, and has two branches, In 
discussing service received from the Milwaukee Public Library, 

Miss Paulus said that borrowers from West Allis apply for a 
Milwaukee library card if they feel the need of it, but not many do, 
For this reason, under the terms of the eshtract, the service is 
expensive, 


In closing, Mr, Bartolini talked about the contract with these 
communities, stating that the formal contract had last been revised 
in 1952 and that the basic charge includes all reference service, 
program service, etc,

tion relative to the merger of the Subscription Books Bulletin with 
the Booklist, Mr, Melick also read replies received from Edna 

Vanek, Editor of the Booklist and Subscription Books Bulletin, and 
David. H, Clift, Executive Secretary 0 erican rary Associa- 
tion, Mr, Melick suggested that the pBewhon chairman write to Mr, 
Clift to find out whether any action had been taken by the ALA Execu- 
tive Board, Marjorie Perham, Racine Public Library, said that it 
would be difficult to bind the Subscription Books Bulletin separately 
unless there is to be a cumulative index covering several years, 

John Dulka then asked if the Reference Section would care to assume 
the preparation of such an index, 


Although no formal action was taken, the response favored our 
being responsible for such an index provided the American Library 
Association has no plans for publishing one, Mr, Melick volunteered 
to write to the Association to find out if it has such plans, If 
there are no plans, Mr, Melick will consider the possibility of 
preparing and printing the index in Menasha, 


The Secretary-Treasurer reported that receipts from members’ 
dues and contributions totaled $9 and that that amount is on hand 
as of September 29, 
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The Chairman asked that the librarians present their reference 
problems for discussion, One problem concerned the advisability of 
maintaining long-time files of statistical material, such as the 
World Almanac, It was suggested that each librarian must decide 
this for herself since it depends upon factors varying with each li- 


brary. 


Methods of keeping newspaper articles on local history were 
discussed, Cecelia Jansen reported that in Appleton indexing is 
replacing clipping now that local newspapers are microfilmed, Arlene 
Marshall of the La Crosse Public library believes that indexing is 
preferable to clipping, 





Marion Langdell said that the Cudahy Public Library has adapted 
successfully for its subject files the classification scheme used 
by the United States Government, Miss Langdell also mentioned a 
machine which produces economically enlarged copies of material 
which has been microfilmed, 


Mrs, Loretta Hamilton, appointed at the 1957 Reference Section 
meeting to contact the Wisconsin Library Commission relative to 
having State Documents listed in each issue of the Wisconsin Library 
Bulletin, reported that Miss Kee, the Commission Secretary, is in 

avor of the proposal and that hereafter selected Documents will be 
listed in the Bulletin, 





John Dulka reported that the ALA Reference Services Division 
acted favorably upon the petition to be a chapter of the Division, 
Mr, Dulka will send information to members relative to the adoption 
of the constitution of the ALA Reference Services Division, 


Doris E, Friedman of Eau Claire proposed that hereafter the 
Reference Services Division have a luncheon meeting during the 
Wisconsin Library Association convention, The majority concurred 
in this proposal,

The Adult Educatien Committee 


The Committee wishes to report that several significant develop- 
ments in the field of adult education have been undertaken this year 
in Wisconsin, 


The Wisconsin Free Library Commission now has a consultant on 
its staff who is a specialist in adult services and who is available 
to any library in the State, 


An outstanding workshop on adult education was held at Green 
Lake on October 28-30, 1957, The central theme of this workshop was 
"The Public Library Serves Adults--A Commmnity Approach," and it gave 
to those who attended new insights into the possibilities for service 
to adults in public libraries, 


Various outstanding services to adults by libraries across the 
State have been reported in the Wisconsin Library Bulletin during the 
past year, especially in the July-August issue, 





The Library-Community Project in Shawano is another adult educa- 
tion endeavor now under way in Wisconsin, This grant project will 
not be completed until about another year, Two members of this com 
mittee, Marie W, Barkman and Marion E, Sharp, are now serving on the 
State-Wide Advisory Committee for the Library-Commnity Project; Miss 
Barkman serves as Chairman for the group, It is the feeling of your 
Committee that this particular project will produce significant find- 
ings which could well provide a pattern for adult education in 
Wisconsin, Mr, Duchac, a member of this Committee, is the Project 
Director for the ICP in Wisconsin,

The Awards and Henors Committee 


The Committee met January 23, 1958, at Fond du Lac, with the

Acting upon the Committee suggestions made in 1957, the 1958 
Committee made several minor changes to remove ambiguity and re- 
dundancy from the criteria used to determine eligible nominees for 
awards, Dates were established for the distribution of notices, and 
the deadline was established, Thereafter, notices were mailed to 
the membership, and further reminders were printed in the President's 


Newsletter and the Wisconsin Library Bulletin, 
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On July 2, 1958, the Committee met again in Fond du Lac to 
consider the nominations, All members were present except 
Elizabeth Burr, who was contacted by telephone, Meredith Bloss 
joined the Committee as a representative of the Executive Board, 
Nominations were examined for each award, and selections were made 
by written ballot, By unanimous vote of the members present, Helen 
Wahoski, Librarian at Wisconsin State College, Oshkosh, was selected 
to receive the Wisconsin Librarian of the Year Award, Also by 
unanimous vote of the members present, Mrs, Sadie Sommerfield, 
Secretary of the La Crosse County Library Board, was elected 
Wisconsin Library Trustee of the Year, 


No nominations were seceived for the Clarence B, Lester 
Memorial Award, and the Committee deemed this unfortunate, The Com- 
mittee, being empowered to pass the Award, considered that action, 
However, it was felt that notable achievements were accomplished 
in Wisconsin libraries every year, and it would be unfortunate to 
miss an opportunity to honor some particular library attainment, 
Consequently, with the approval of the Executive Board, the Commit- 
tee extended the deadline to August 15, 1958, and so notified eli- 
gible libraries, After that date, by unanimous choice on a writ- 
ten ballot, the Racine Public Library was selected to receive the 
Award, 


The citations for the Wisconsin Librarian of the Year Award and 
the Wisconsin Library Trustee of the Year Award read as follows:

The Professional and Personnel Problems Committee 


The Professional and Personnel Problems Committee of the Wisconsin 
Library Association carried forward into 1957-58 from the previous year 
the thought, "Are too many trained personnel doing tasks that nonpro- 
fessional staff are ready to handle?" 


Bringing answers into action, "Do We Really Need More Professional 
Librarians® became the challenging topic for the preconference session 
held on Sunday, September 28, 1958, 


This session brought into sharp focus the critical evaluation of 
the tasks that a trained professional staff is doing that might better 
be delegated to competent clerical assistarts the library, Ruth 
W, Gregory, Librarian, Waukegan Public Library, Waukegan, Illinois, 
capably presented the problem, which was, in turn, discussed by men- 
bers of the symposium as it related to their individual library situa- 
tions, Taking part were Mrs, Jane Billings, Supervisor of School Li- 
braries, Clintonville, Wisconsin; Edith M, Dudgeon, Librarian, T, B, 
Scott Library, Wisconsin Rapids, Wisconsin; John Frantz, Public Library 
Consultant, Wisconsin Free Library Commission, Madison, Wisconsin; 
and Bernard Schwab, Director, Madison Free Library, Madison, Wisconsin, 
General discussion and the summary were in charge of Roger Axford, 
Assistant Director, University of Wisconsin Fxtension Center, Racine, 
Wisconsin, Myrl Ricking, Chairman, Library Administration Division, 
Recruiting Committee, American Library Association, reported on what 
was being done in library recruitment, 


The Wisconsin Library Association Executive Board authorized 
this Committee to print the Recruitment Primer and the packet to be 
sent to the Wisconsin Free Library Commissicn for distribution, The 
packets were sent to all public libraries in the State, and those re- 
maining were available on a first-come, first-served basis, after 
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publication of an announcement in their Newsletter, This Committee 
recommends that, based on interest, the recruitment packet be kept 
up to date and that a wider distribution be made of it, 


During the year, this Committee has formally recommended that 
(1) the library assistant position be given Association sanction, 
(2) standards be established for the position, (3) some legal stand- 
ing be given to the position, ()) educational facilities be avail- 
able to train for these positions, and (5) these positions be in- 
corporated in the organizational structures of individual libraries, 


Correspondence with Sister M, Helen Peddle, 0,P,, regarding her 
article in the Wilson Library Bulletin, January, 1958, issue on the 
use of the handicapped in libraries, resulted in the following recom- 
mendation: 





The Professional and Personnel Problems Committee recom- 
mends to the Library Education Division of the American 
library Association that Ph,D, granting institutions in 
the Division be circularized as to the possibility of a 
study made of the factors involved in the training and 
employment of the handicapped in library service, 


The use of a panel or a speakers' bureau as a recruitment device 
did not materialize this year, but the Committee recommends its use 
on career days and to interest young people wherever possible in a 
career in library service, 


A recommendation urging that an article on "Librarianship as a 
Career" be included in his syndicated colum on vocational guidance 
was made to Professor C, H, Edgerton of the University School of 
Education, This appeared in the Wisconsin State Journal on Sunday, 
August 3, 1958, 


Continuing the pattern of person-to-person recruitment begun 
during 1956-57, the Committee authorized the printing of cards con- 
taining pertinent information about young people of ability who show 
an interest in librarianship, These cards are addressed and are to 
be sent to Myrl Ricking, Chairman, Library Administration Division, 
Recruiting Committee, American Library Association, 50 East Huron 
Street, Chicago 11, Dllinois, These cards are available for distri- 
bution at the booth staffed by the committee members of the Profes- 
sional and Personnel Problems Committee, 





Packets of recently available materials are made possible for 
your use for recruitment purposes as part of a continuing program in 
this area of endeavor, 


The Committee has recommended that the Wisconsin Free Library 
Commission devote an issue of the Wisconsin Library Bulletin to 
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library education and recruitment for Wisconsin people, This Com- 
mittee will be responsible for the gathering together of the neces- 
sary materials, and this responsibility has been placed in the hands 
of a subcommittee made up of the members of the Professional and 
Personnel Problems Committee residing in Madison, 


This recommendation has found favorable acceptance by S, Janice 
Kee, Secretary, Wisconsin Free Library Commission, and the March- 
April, 1959, issue of the Wisconsin Library Bulletin will be devoted 
to that subject,

The Public Relations Committee 


The Public Relations Committee was blessed with the job of as- 
sisting the State-Wide National Library Week Committee in promoting 
the first National Library Week in Wisconsin by urging libraries to 
participate, This was done through the generous co-operation of the 
Wisconsin Free Library Commission and its facilities, 


A mimeographed list of suggestions of things to do was sent out 
to all Wisconsin libraries, The Wisconsin Library Association sub- 
scribed to a clipping service,which reported on the coverage of li- 
braries in their local newspapers, A sampling of this coverage was 
included in the WLA Public Relations Committee scrapbook, and a 
generous part of it (alphabetically arranged by commnities) is avail- 
able for individual perusal, The total inches in newspaper coverage, 
coupled with the widespread circulation of these papers, made an im- 
pressive figure, 


The Committee was then asked to total the coverage; a question- 
naire was sent to all libraries who had indicated that they were 
participating in National Library Week, and the results were tabu- 
lated and sent to the headquarters of the National Library Week Com- 
mittee, 


After a short breather, the Committee undertook a poster project, 
It has been felt for some time that a need existed, especially in the 
small libraries with small staffs, for a well designed, well executed 
poster program, and that if these could be offered at a reasonable 
cost they would be welcomed, Mrs, Erma Graeber, a member of the 
Committee, volunteered to do the art work on a cost basis, The deci- 
sion was made to make them available on a subscription basis, 10 
posters for $6, Receiving the approval of the Wisconsin Library As- 
sociation Executive Board on the project, a sample poster was made, 
Again, with the co-operation of the Free Library Commission, the 
sample was taken to all the district library meetings, the project 
explained, and a subscription blank distributed, It was hoped that 
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at least 50 libraries would be interested in subscribing, The 
work began after 7 subscriptions had been received, 


Materials were purchased, stencils cut, and the runs begun, 
Because of the method of doing the work, late subscriptions could 
not be accepted, and it was necessary to refund some money and 
disappoint some libraries whose subscriptions arrived too late to 
be included in the original run, 


The posters were a little smaller than the sample displayed 
at the district conferences because the paper stock used cut to 
better advantage, However, to avert any criticism and to avoid 
"shortchanging" anyone, the artist designed and donated an extra 
poster to all subscribers, This resulted in each subscribing li- 
brary receiving 11 posters for the $6 fee, 


Many replied to the letter accompanying the posters, Those who 
did signified approval of the project, stating they were well pleased 
with their bargain and that they hoped the committee would continue 
the project another time, Some offered suggestions for future 
fields to be featured, To all who replied, the Committee is deeply 
grateful, 


Work was started on TV promotion, but, with limited funds, 
limited time, limited attendance at meetings, only the surface was 
scarred--not even scratched, The 1957-58 Committee feels that this 
is a fertile field for library promotion and suggests that the new 
Committee pick up the idea and bring it to fruition, Perhaps again 
something on the subscription basis could be worked out, and perhaps 
also some of the federal-aid money could be secured to finance some 
of the cost of producing these slides since the medium of TV reaches 
out into the rural areas, as well as the urban, TV stations, how- 
ever, have a habit of locating in the urban areas--oftentimes highly 
populated urban areas, such as Milwaukee and Madison, The Committee 
feels that the urban libraries should not be expected to bear all 
the costs of promoting library usage and reading in general through 
programs and publicity over the TV stations, especially with federal- 
aid money available, 


Promotionwise, the Committee feels that it has been a good year, 
thanks to National Library Week and the outstanding participation of 
libraries throughout Wisconsin, It urges all libraries to begin 
planning and pointing NOW toward contimed participation in this pro- 
motion work, be it during Book Week, National Library Week, or Every 
Week,

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The State-Wide Library Pevelopment Committee 


An important and somewhat intangible function of this Committee 
is to assist in implementing the widely publicized Wisconsin State 
Plan for library development and the 1956 ALA standards for public 
libraries, We should take suggestions and criticisms we have re- 
ceived to the Free Library Commission staff, On the other hand, we 
should assist the Commission in disseminating its evolving plans and 
actions in the matter of library development to all Wisconsinites 
interested in library matters, 


Since 1958 was not a legislative year in Wisconsin, there was 
no work with the Legislature, We have not, as a Committee, come up 
with legislative proposals which we recommend the Association support 
in 1959, The Committee contimes to be available to assist the Free 
Library Commission in its budget efforts before the Finance Committee 
and the state Legislature, 


In a meeting, the Committee discussed its legislative function 
and role at some length, Legislative study and legislative action 
have been functions of the Committee heretofore, It is the feeling 
of the Committee that its name should be changed to more completely 
describe the total functions, 


Permissive establishment of a county library committee by county 
boards of supervisors was a new enactment by the 1957 state Legisla- 
ture, Last year's State-Wide Library Development Committee, ably 
chairmaned by Benton Wilcox, did much to support the passage of 
this bill, To the 1958-59 Committee, we would suggest that additional 
legislative duties be put into the Association manual, We also sug- 
gest, and have found agreement in the WIA Executive Board, that the 
name of the committee be changed, We foresee a challenge to the 
Committee in fulfilling its obligation to carry on an educative and 
informative program on library development and legislation with as 
large a mmber of Association members as possible,

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The Work With The Senior Citizens Committee 


For the third year, the Work With Senior Citizens Committee 
has been involved in carrying out the purpose for which the Committee 
was established,with specific emphasis on recommendations of the 
previous Committee, 


Three meetings of the Committee have been held during the year, 
and other contacts at various meetings and through correspondence 
have kept the six members of the Committee informed, 


At the first meeting,on Jamary 18, the Committee explored 
plans for the year's work, The preparation of a reading list for 
senior citizens and a bibliography for workers with the aging were 
projects which received first attention, The reading list for the 
senior citizen--"Add Life to Your Years," which is available at the 
Committee's exhibit booth, was completed in time for this convention, 
The list was compiled by the members of the Committee, The Wisconsin 
Free Library Commission and Demco Library Supplies made possible the 
large supply of "Add Life to Your Years" which will be distributed 
throughout the State, 


Copies of the list will be distributed by the Wisconsin Free 
Library Commission to the Wisconsin Council of Churches, the Wisconsin 
Home Demonstration Council, the Wisconsin Association for Mental 
Health, the Wisconsin Welfare Council, the Wisconsin Federation of 
Women's Clubs, the Wisconsin Association for Vocational and Adult 
Education, the Wisconsin Association of County Homes, the Wisconsin 
Association of County Hospitals, the Wisconsin Public Health Council, 
the Wisconsin State Federation of National Association of Retired 
Civil Employees, the Wisconsin State Hnployees Association, the 
Wisconsin State Medical Society, the Wisconsin State Nurses Associa- 
tion, the Wisconsin Association of Nursing Homes, and the Wisconsin 
Occupational Therapy Association, Others may be added to this list 
at the request of the librarians or interested individuals, 


The purpose of preparing a reading list was threefold: (1) to 
acquaint senior citizens with the fact that public libraries have 
books, pamphlets, and periodicals that will be useful to them; (2) 
to provide a library-initiated piece of information for distribution 
at suitable meetings and through suitable agencies to inform an aging 
population in Wisconsin of the libraries' first means of service-- 
reading materials; and (3) to suggest to the senior citizen other 
library services which he may find helpful, 


There are additional copies of the list for small libraries if 
the librarian wishes to distribute them, The list may be useful to 
larger libraries for their duplication, We regret that space did not 
permit us to annotate the titles, We felt that the subject headings 
and the explanatory titles would suggest book content, 
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The exhibit of materials which has been provided by the National 
Committee on Aging, the American Foundation for the Blind, the Insti- 
tute of Life Insurance, and the U,S, Office of Health, Education, and 
Welfare was arranged for your convenience, Several librarians answered 
the request to share their reading lists for senior citizens with 
other librarians through this exhibit, Some materials are for your 
examination only, We hope the exhibit will provide information which 
will be useful to you in giving library service to an aging population, 


This Committee has served as a clearinghouse for information dur 
ing the past year, At the request of the program chairman for the 
anmal convention of the Wisconsin Nursing Home Association, 0 librar- 
ies were asked to send reading lists, etc,, for distribution at their 
meeting, Several librarians responded to this request, 


Three members of the Work With Senior Citizens Committee attended 
and participated in the Second Governor's Conference on an Aging Popu- 
lation, June -5, in Madison, There were eight librarians in atten- 
dance at this conference, The Wisconsin Library Association was one 
of the sponsoring agencies, 


The chairman has represented the Work With Senior Citizens Com- 
mittee on the Library-Commnity Project Advisory Committee for the 
past year, She also attended the Commission-sponsored Adult Educa- 
tion Institute in October, 1957, 


It was at this time that the need for a reading list of books 
with large type was expressed, This need was examined by the Commit- 
tee and, on finding that the ALA publication, Books For Tired Eyes, 
was soon to be published in a revised edition, no further work was 
done on this project, 





In concluding the work of this year, this Committee would recom- 
mend: 


1, That further consideration be given to the type of aid a library 
might give successfully to the professional and volunteer worker 
with the aging 


2, That the Committee assist librarians to implement the recommenda- 
tions of the Second Governor's Conference on Aging, specifically 
the recommendation urging public libraries to make available all 
publications related to the subject of an aging population 


3, That the Committee inform Wisconsin librarians about the ALA 
Adult Services Division Workshop to be held in connection with the 
ALA Washington conference in June, 1959, since it will concentrate 
on library service to an aging population 


lh. That the Committee -further study library service to senior citi- 
zens, service to the blind, especially as it affects our older 
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citizens, and give attention to the broad field of the librar- 
ies' responsibility in assisting individuals to prepare for re- 
tirement 


5. That,in view of the recognized need to give library service to 
an aging population, the Work With Senior Citizens Committee be 
changed from a special committee to a standing committee

The Scholarship Committee 


Brochures announcing the Ziegler Scholarship were mailed early 
in the year to all WLA members and others who might be interested, 


Eight candidates applied for the Ziegler Scholarship, Three 
candidates were interviewed in Madison by two Committee members, 
and five were interviewed by the entire Committee in Milwaukee on 
May 23, Mary Ann Mulligan was the unanimous choice of the Committee 
for the scholarship, and she is now enrvlled at the Library School 
of the University of Wisconsin, 


In May, the Committee requested the Free Library Commission to 
incorporate, in the State Plan for the Further Fxtension of Public 
Library Services to Rural Areas, a scholarship program, The Commis- 
sion did this, and the plan was subsequently approved by the U.S, 
Office of Education, Three scholarships of $1,000 each for graduate 
study in library science were provided for in the plan, New bro- 
chures announcing these scholarships were prepared and mailed out in 
August, 


The Committee worked closely with the Secretary of the Free Li- 
brary Commission in recruiting and screening candidates for the 
scholarships made possible by funds allotted to Wisconsin under the 
Library Services Act, 


The Committee met in September and selected three applicants 
for the federally supported scholarships: Mary C, Pansch, Barbara 
Buffet, and Marion F, Conrey, All of the applicants accepted, but, 
unfortunately, one recipient found it impossible to remain in school, 


It is the recommendation of this Committee that the succeeding 
Committees continue to seek capable applicants for future Ziegler 
Scholarships, It is further recommended that our successors con- 
tinue to recommend to the Free Library Commission the granting of 
federally supported scholarships to capable applicants who are will- 
ing to work after graduation, for a specified length of time, in pub- 
lic libraries which serve rural areas,

The Revisions Committee 


The Revisions Committee had an all-day meeting in Madison, 
Saturday, December 1), The task before them was to go over the en- 
tire Manual issued in 195) and incorporate into it the changes that 
have been made, either by action of the members at conventions or 
of the Executive Board, The major change included is the reduction 
in the term of the officers from two years to one year, The Commit- 
tee could not, of course, alter either the constitution or the by- 
laws, 


These rather technical chores were largely completed in one in- 
tensive session, thanks to the fact that the members were efficient 
and worked very steadily, Lola Pierstorff acted as Secretary and

The Committee was directed to study the problem of dues and the 
possible allocation of funds to the several sections of the Associa- 
tion, to review the plan of paying for the Wisconsin Library Bulletin 
for all members, and to report their recommendations at the 1950 con- 
vention, 





The Committee met on March 15 and on September 18 and presents 
the following recommendations for your consideration:

Reasons why revision of the dues structure is necessary:

A review of our expenditure trends over the past few years sup- 
perts the conclusion that our current dues are inadequate to 
carry the present program of the Association, 


Since 1950-51, income from dues has exceeded $2,000 in only one 
year, Expenditures in 1957, including a convention deficit of 
$321.71, totaled $3,128.77, 


In November, 1955, the Executive Board of the Association assumed 
the financial cost of sending the Wisconsin Library Bulletin to 
each member at a cost of one dollar per member, Of 45 paid 
memberships as of June 9, 1958, 160, over one-third, repre- 
sented dues of $1, $2, and $3," 





Another financial outlay was assumed this year in appropriating 
a maximum of $250 for expenses to WIA's Councilor to attend the 
annual conference of ALA, Such an expenditure is highly desir- 
able, if not essential, so long as ALA policy prohibits the seat-

The leaflet on "The Whys and Hows of Certification," a part 
of the Commission's public information program, was mimeographed 
for distribution at the fall conference of WLA, This leaflet was

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The tabulation shows that, of the 123 head librarians required 
by law to be certified, 71 are certified according to the law or 
higher, and 22 are certified with a grade lower than the law re- 
quires, In the under 2,000 population category, 52 head librarians 
of the 189 public libraries listed by the Commission in this popu- 
lation grouping are certified, 26 of them holding Grade 1, 2, or 
3 certificates, 


The number of assistants who are certified has increased to 
20 from the 189 reported in 1956-57, 


The opportunity to qualify for Grade 2 and Grade 3 certificates 
by satisfactory completion of DS 300, offered this year in Green Bay, 
Platteville, and Waukesha, is directly responsible for the greatest 
number of Grade 2 and Grade 3 certifications, None of this year's 
students have as yet completed their certification applications, 


It has been another year of many changes in personnel, For 
example, in revising the certification index of Wisconsin libraries, 
it was found that 10 head librarians have resigned, retired, or 
are deceased,

The ALA Federal Co-ordinator In Wisconsin 


The Co-ordinator, assisted by the ALA Washington Office, con- 
cerned himself and others in the State with the appropriation bill 
for the Library Services Act, the General Post Office Bill H,R, 5836, 
and to a lesser degree with the Depository Library Bill H,R, 1310 
and other library-related legislation, An immediate need felt by 
the new Co-ordinator was for the help of a key person in each of the 
congressional districts of the State, Thanks to the help of the Free 
Library Commission staff and the Executive Board, the Co-ordinator's 
file now shows names of people who have been especially helpful in 
explaining Wisconsin's needs to federal officials, Interested li- 
brarians and lay leaders throughout the State helped the Co-ordina~ 
tor, The librarian of Wild Rose, for example, had a Woman's Club 
petition signed and forwarded in good time to Congressman Laird, 


Library Services Act Appropriation 





The Department of Health, Education and Welfare had requested 
only $3,000,000 for the Library Services Act for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1958, and this same figure was submitted to 
Congress by the Bureau of the Budget, The American Library Associa- 
tion was working for the full $7,500,000 appropriation, You will 
recall that the appropriation for the previous fiscal year was 
$5,000,000, 
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Representative Laird of the 7th Congressional District was a 
member of the House Appropriations Committee and therefore in a 
strategic position to increase the Library Services Act appropria- 
tion, The Co-ordinator's first action on this matter was taken in 
December, 1957, when a mailing was made to all the libraries of the 
State, Early in March, members of the Executive Board, the Co-ordina- 
tor, and other individuals throughout the State wrote to Congressman 
Laird, explaining how library Services Act funds were of benefit to 
Wisconsin and of the need for a larger appropriation, The Director 
of the ALA Washington Office also discussed the possible appropria- 
tion with Mr, Laird, 


Subsequently, when the amount of the appropriation was being 
considered by the Senate, both Wisconsin Senators were contacted by 
the same Wisconsin people mentioned above, and in the end all Repre- 
sentatives and Senators from Wisconsin understood the need for a 
larger appropriation, As we know, the appropriation bill as passed 
was for $6,000,000, 


General Post Office Bill H,R, 5836 





In the General Post Office Bill were a number of postal rate 
increases for various categories of mail, The item that concerned 
libraries particularly was the book rate, The book rate had been 
8¢ for the first pound and h¢ for each additional pound, The pro- 
vision of the new bill was to increase the book rate by 25%, 


In this case, Senator Prommire of Wisconsin was on the Senate 
Committee on Post Office, Telegrams and letters to the two Senators 
from the Co-ordinator, the WIA President, the State-Wide library 
Development Committee members, and the Secretary of the Free Library 
Commission were undoubtedly helpful, The Senators answered the 
correspondence, and, as a Post Office Committee member, Senator 
Proxmire had been studying the matter carefully, Answers from him 
were received which said in part, "I shall always speak out for a 
low book rate as I agree we should encourage rather than discourage 
projects such as those carried out by libraries, I shall do every- 
thing possible to see that the compromise bill, which the conferees 
bring out, will be a good one, I am convinced that the activities 
of libraries should be encouraged, not discouraged by the postal rate 
structure," 


The matter was resolved in a House and Senate conference, and 
legislation finally provided a book rate of 9¢ for the first pound 
and 5¢ for each additional pound, 
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Depository Libraries, H,R, 1310 





The Depository Libraries Law has been in need of revision for 
some years, H,R, 13110 passed the House but died in a Senate com- 


mittee, A revised bill is expected to be introduced into the 86th 
Congress, 


For what was accomplished, I wish to thank our Wisconsin Senators

REPORT OF THE 
WISCONSIN LIBRARY TRUSTEES ASSOCIATION 
FIFTH ANNUAL CONFERENCE

For the Wisconsin Library Trustees Association, the climax of 
the 1958 Racine conference came at the close of the anmual business 
meeting, Tuesday morning, September 30, with what President Roy C, 
Millar called the "unveiling" of the Handbook for Wisconsin Library 
Soare Members, The fresh-off-the-press copies meant materialization 
of a dream, 


Publication of a trustees' handbook has been a WLIA aim since 
the Association's first meeting in Milwaukee on January 1), 195h, 
the ten charter members agreeing on the prime importance of having 
"a manual tailored to the needs of Wisconsin," 








Rvery library trustee in the State will receive a copy of the 
Handbook through the public library, Each public library will re- 
ceive sufficient copies for individual board members and two extra 
copies, Trustees should read and study the Handbook and should dis- 
cuss the contents at board meetings, When a trustee's term expires, 
he should check in his copy to the library so it can be passed on 
to his successor, 


Compared with the 106 trustees at the Governor's Conference, 
the number who registered at the Racine state convention was small, 
only 8, representing 27 public libraries, 


At WLTA's business meeting, Mrs, A, W, Hammond gave the report 
on the Handbook, Mrs, R, G, Minarik, as Secretary-Treasurer and 
membership chairman, reported on Executive Committee meetings and 
activities that implemented “the year's Five-Point Program: the 
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membership campaign, trustees' sessionsat the district meetings, 
publication of the Handbook, Wisconsin's first Governor's Conference 
for library Board Members, and the WLTA news in the Wisconsin 
Library Bulletin, 





The Governor's Conference would not have been possible without 
the assistance of the Free Library Commission, including the federal 
funds under the Library Services Act that were used for this purpose, 


A final accounting on October 17, 1958, showed the WLTA treasury 
at low ebb,with a balance on hand of $01, « The year began with a 
balance of $668,38, Dues received totaled $670, Expenditures, in- 
cluding $539.2 for 2,950 copies of the Handbook, totaled $1,226.92, 
To cover the coming year's operating expenses, an early collection 
of dues is essential, 


Of Wisconsin's 312 public libraries, 68 (21.8% of them) had 
1958 board memberships in WLTA, a gain of 42 over last year--encourag- 
ing, although far short of the goal of 100% institutional membership, 
The mumber of individual members increased from 105 to 126, a gain of 
21, With two associate members, a gain of one over last year, member- 
ships for 1958 totaled 196, an increase of 6h, 


"Gold star" boards, those giving WLTA total support with both 
an institutional membership and individual memberships for all their 
trustees, increased in number from 7 to 10, These boards accounted 
for 10 of the 68 institutional memberships and for 69 of the 126 in- 
dividual memberships: Antigo, Beaver Dam, Cudahy, Kaukauna, la Crosse 
County, Marathon County, Menasha, Mequon-Thiensville, Oconomowoc, and 
Wauwatosa, 


Mrs, A, H, Sommerfield reported on the trustees' sessions at 
the spring district meetings, A total of 125 trustees attended the 
eight sessions, representing one county library committee and 70 
(22.4%) of the State's public libraries, Women board members out- 
numbered the men five to one, there being 10) women and 21 men, At-~ 
tendance at a trustees' session averaged 16, the largest number being 
22 at La Crosse and the smallest number 12 at Oconomowoc, 


S, Janice Kee discussed the Wisconsin Library Bulletin, which 
has been in print since 1905, as the official publication of the 
Wisconsin Free Library Commission, She said the Bulletin is sent 
free to each of the 31 public libraries, to every library board 
president, and to one other board member, named by the librarian, 
The Wisconsin Library Association subsidizes the Bulletin in order 
that all WLA members will receive a personal copy, A cost study 
shows one year's publication now requires approximately $),000 worth 
of materials, The cost of a year's issues to an individual used to 
be about 90¢, and it now costs $1.99, President Millar said con- 
sideration by WLTA of a subsidy for the Bulletin would be premature 
now because of the present low dues and an insufficient number of 
members, 
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Mrs, Minarik read her WLTA Delegate's Report on the American 
Association of Library Trustees, prepared for the Sept,-Oct, issue 
of the Bulletin, 


Durward McVey suggested that in order to reach more trustees 
the Executive Committee appoint a trustee chairman in each of the 
State's eight library districts, 


"I hope we can continue to build our organization next year-- 
in membership and in activity," said President Millar, "We could not 
have accomplished what we have this year without Miss Kee and the 
Commission staff," 


Adopted unanimously was a resolution, introduced by Mr, McVey, 
expressing WLTA's "deep and sincere appreciation for the time and 
effort expended by Miss Kee and her staff in their assistance at the 
spring district meetings, in the planning of and assistance in con- 
ducting the first Governor's Conference for Library Board Members 
in Wisconsin, and in the preparation and writing of the contents of 
our newly published Handbook for Wisconsin Library Board Members," 





Mrs, Hammond read the proposed constitutional revisions, As a 
result of their adoption, WLTA's fiscal year and term of office now 
coincide with WLA's, 


In the absence of the Reverend W, H, Ortwein, Chairman, the 
Report of the Nominating Committee was given by Mrs, Anton Berkers, 
It was moved, seconded, and carried that a unanimous ballot be cast 
for the proposed slate of officers, Roy C, Millar, President, 

Mrs, A, W, Hammond, Vice President, and Mrs, R, G, Minarik, 
Secretary-Treasurer, were re-elected, and Mrs, Edwin C, Roozen 
was elected to a three-year term as a Director, Mrs, Sommerfield, 
elected a WLA Director, will serve as the liaison person between 
the two organizations, 


Mrs, Hammond moved and Mrs, Berkers seconded that Mr, Millar 
be sent to the ALA convention in Washington, D,C,, June 21-27, 1959, 
as WLTA's delegate to the American Association of Library Trustees 
and that $200 be allowed toward his expenses, The motion carried, 


The WLTA luncheon speaker was John Walker Powell, Consultant 
on the staff of the Fund for Adult Education, Discussing "The 
Trustee and the Educational Role of the Library," he said, "A li- 
brary is in the process of becoming, and a question for both li- 
brarians and trustees is: What do we want the library to become?" 


"Do we ask 'em or do we tell ‘em?" was Dr, Powell's pithy way 
of expressing the two schools of thought about the relationship 
between the librarian and the trustees, He added that there were 
the same two schools of thought about the relationship between the 
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library and the commnity, He urged trustees to "find means of 
bringing into being a gemine public," 


At the closing banquet session, Mrs, Sommerfield, WLTA's Past 
President, received the Wisconsin Library Trustee of the Year Award, 
recognition that she richly merits,

THE COMMISSION'S BUDGET, 1959-61, I have today presented the Com- 
mission's budget request to Governor-Elect Gaylor Nelson, The 
Chairman of the Free Library Commission, the Director of the Travel- 
ing library, and one Public Library Consultant were with me at this 
budget hearing, 


Perhaps a word about the state's budget process is appropriate 
here, The Commission's budget is prepared by the Secretary and 
staff, After approval by the Commission, it is submitted to the 
State Department of Budget and Accounts, Here a Budget Analyst 
carefully examines and questions every line request, The Director 
of the Department of Budget and Accounts advises and assists the 
Governor in the preparation of what is known as the Governor's budget, 
This is the budget that is transmitted to the Legislature on or be- 
fore February 1 in a budget message, Immediately after the delivery 
of the Governor's budget message, bills are introduced by the Legis- 
lature's Joint Finance Committee and then referred to this Committee 
for study and hearings, These public hearings are scheduled in 
February, and the Commission will know in advance the date of its 
budget hearing,

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A quick look at these figures reveals that the Commission's 
activities during the past two years have been supported substan- 
tially by federal funds, Only one locality has met the require- 
ments for a subgrant of federal funds, The requests for 1959-61 
do not total the amount that has been available to the Commission 
from state and federal funds during 1957-59, 


The increase in the request for 1959-60 over the expenditures 
in 1957-58 is $46,335. Of this anount, approximately $11,000 is 
for the pay increase voted for all state employees by the 1957 
Legislature; $17,382 is for four added positions--a Public Library 
Consultant, an Administrative Assistant, and two Typists, positions 
now held oY persons peing paid with federal funds; $1,317 LF for 

assification o po ons; > s for books; and the 
balance is for travel, prin » postage, and other materials and 
services, 


Only the cost of the reclassification of three positions ($1,317) 
represents an nsion over the 1958-59 program for federal funds 
are now being us categories of expenditures, and the records 
indicate that no expansion has bee allowed in the Legislature's 
appropriations for the Commission in the last two bienniums, It was 
in 1953 that the last added position was allowed, The Commission 
has, in the meantime, received three money grants from the American 
Library Association for special adult education projects, and these, 
with the federal grants, have provided opportunity for considerable 
growth, resulting in increased demands for service, It took over 
$40,000 of federal funds to begin to build up the depleted book col- 
lection in the Traveling Library that had resulted from cutbacks 
in book funds since 1951, 


It should be remembered that federal grants to the Commission 
are contingent upon congressional action each year, The library 
Services Act is terminal legislation, due to end in 1961, ‘The 
Wisconsin State Plan emphasizes the use of grants for aid to lo- 
calities in establishing larger units of library service, The Com 
mission hopes to make an increased number of subgrants to localities 
in the last two years of the federal program, retaining at the state 
level only administrative costs,

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THE FIRST STATE-WIDE BOOK CONFERENCE

Dr, Seuss' talk at the State-Wide Book Conference banquet was 
fun, but the most exciting thing that first of November at the 
Wisconsin Center on the University campus was to see the horde of 
librarians, teachers, students, and parents, with an occasional 
child, poring over the book exhibits, No casual glancing at dis- 
plays of books was this; instead, a sitting down at the tables and 
really examining books and the checking of lists, It began 15 min- 
utes before the exhibit room was to open at 9 A,M,, and at 6 P.M, 
the Wisconsin Center staff had to insist that the room must be 
closed, 


This first state-wide book conference was sponsored by the 
School of Education, University of Wisconsin, Madison and Milwaukee; 
the Library School, BAVI, and Extension Division, University of 
Wisconsin; the Wisconsin Free Library Commission; the Wisconsin 
School of the Air; the Wisconsin Congress of Parents and Teachers; 
and the Wisconsin Department of Public Instruction, David Davis, 
School of Education, was chairman of the Book Conference Committee; 
Lola Pierstorff, Gladys Cavanagh, Arline McKellar, Frederick White, 
Andrew Holmes were members of the committee, 


The committee's plans provided the opportunity for librarians, 
teachers, students, and parents to see many and varied types of book 
exhibits and audio-visual materials, culminating with a banquet in 
the evening, The E, G, Wood's Books on Exhibit 1958-1959 and the 
Commission's Foreign Children's Books, Book Bait, Interesting Adult 
Books for Young People, and Traveling Book Exhibit made available 
more than 1,200 books for examination, The Library School displayed 
their historical collection of Book Week posters and many of the 
books on the Children's Services Division's list, "A World of 
Children"; the School of the Air and the State Historical Society 
displayed their materials; the Commission's bookmobile, with its 
basic collection of adult, young people's, and children's books, 
was parked outside the Wisconsin Center, Favorite books of American 
leaders, the Lewis Carroll Shelf nominations, and Bernice Leary's 
Private Book Collection were other exhibits, Book movies, filnm- 
strips, tapes, and stories on records were available for seeing and 
hearing, A group of Wisconsin writers was present for conference- 
goers to meet, Original book illustrations and book bulletin board 
displays added to the color, 


The Lewis Carroll Shelf Award was inaugurated at the banquet, 
with 16 authors, including Dr, Seuss, honored, After Elizabeth Burr 
introduced the committee that made the awards and explained the pur- 
pose and criteria by which the award books were chosen, Jerry 
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Bartells, as master of ceremonies, presented the 16 Lewis Carroll 
Award books, 


The committee who chose the books included David Davis, Bernice 
Leary, Gladys Cavanagh, Eloise Rue, and Mrs, Joyce Bartells, The 
awards were presented to the following books: 


Atwater, Richard, Mr, Popper's Penguins. Little, Brown, 1938,

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MILESTONES IN CHILDREN’S BOOKS

One of the most interesting displays at the State-Wide Book 
Conference held in Madison, November 1, at the Wisconsin Center 
Building, was a selected few of Bernice Leary's rare children's 
books, Arranged by the Milestones in Children's Books (Have you 
read Miss Leary's article with this title in the Wisconsin Magazine 
of Histo Summer, 1955?), it began with some examples of The First 
Milestone, John Newbery Introduces the Pretty Little Book, 174-1767, 
and ended with And After That, 1090, This exhibit Drought to mind 
the question that is so often asked in our public libraries, "I 
have a book published in 1830, It mst be valuable, Where can I 
find out more about it?" 











Perhaps it is listed in The American Book Prices Current, which 
is published annually, The April, 1957, issue of Library Trends, 
"Rare Book Libraries and Collections, " deals with this subject, 
Wright Howes, a rare book dealer in Chicago, defines "a rare book" 
in the concluding article, In the same issue, Ellen Shaffer writes 
on "The Place of Rare Books in the Public Library," She suggests: 
"Every library should have a few choice and unusual volumes to 
treasure, A few examples which illustrate the history of books 
and printing can sometimes open up a new world to a patron," In 
speaking of her own growing up days in the public library of the 
small community of Leadville, Colorado, she says: "It was wonder- 
ful to be able to see and hold a tangible bit of the past, and the 
experience led to the pursuit of old and rare books which continues 
to this moment," 








In the field of children's books and bibliomania, William Targ 
has edited,with introduction and notes,a fascinating book, Bibliophile 
in the Nursery: A Bookman's Treasury of Collector's Lore on Old and 
Rare Children's Books, published by World in 1957, 912,50 (available 
from the Tra Traveling Library), He recommends some essential tools 
for thé collector and provides "a broad range of material--factual 
and entertaining--relating to the whole field of children's books 
of other days and many places,"" The amouncement has recently come 
of the publication, December 1, by the Toronto Public Libraries, 
Toronto, Canada, of The Osborne Collection of Early Children's Books 
1566-1910: A Catalogue. “This priceless collection of early children's 
books contains over 3,000 volumes, which constitute a "representative

A central-pool film co-operative has been established by the 
joint action of the State library agencies in Maine, New Hampshire, 
and Vermont, Any library in the three-state area may participate 
in the pool by depositing at least one film with the Audio-Visual 
Center of the University of New Hampshire, which is administering the 
program, A participating library is then entitled to the free use 
of all films deposited by the other participating libraries to a 
total of the normal service charges equal to the initial cost of 
films deposited in the pool by such agency during any one year, 


Libraries in commnities under 10,000 population may use the 
films by applying to the library agency of their own state, Money 
to buy these films has been allotted from funds available under the 
Library Services Act, 
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
